UNCONFIRMED REPORT

can Ninth army tanks crossed the 
Elbe river to<1ay and debouched 
onto the flat, unbroken plain lead- 
Ing 67 miles toward Berlin and 116 
miles from Russian siege lines. 


A front dispatch said Lt. Gen. 


William H. Simpson's men could 
retch tne Brandenburg gat eln Ber- 
lin by tomorrow night or Satur- 
day, provided the Germans switch- 
ed no tank forces from the East. 
One report, however, said the Ger- 
mans indeed -vere shifting their 
battered Sixth 
panzer 
division 


from the Eastern Front. 


The First army approached Leip- 


zig in Saxony over the old battle- 
fields of Frederick the Great. One 
unconfirmed report placed Ameri- 
can tanks near Halle, 5 miles from 
Leipzig. Planes destroyed or dir- 
abled 120 German tanks near Hal- 
It. 


Many Cities FelL 


Cities fell like tenpins: Weimar, 


Heilbronn, Essen, Soburg, Nord- 
hausen, Schwpinfurt, Halberstadt, 
Emmen, Neustadt and—by German 
account—Bochum, 
Baden 
Baden 
and Postott. 


The Third army captured

and Rethen, crossing the Aller riv- 
er. 
They were chelling Bremen,

All along the Western Front, it 


was a hound nnd hare chase of dis- 
organized and shattered German 
armies who had lost their last 
water barrier before Berlin, the 
Elbe.

Roosevelt spanned turbulent years 
of peace In which he worked 
to 


lift the Nation out of a depression 
and tumultuous years of war when 
he played a dominant role In chart- 
Ing an Allied victory.

Roosevelt Dies 
While Visiting 
Warm Springs

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., April 12.—(AP) 


|—President Franklin D. Roosevelt died unex- 
pectedly today of a cerebral hemorrhage, at 
3:35 P. M. (Central War Time) at his summer 
cottage here. 


The shocking news of the fourth term 


President's death was announced to the press 


,jby Secretary William D. Hassett shortly be- 
1jfore 5 P. M. (CWT). 


"It is my sad duty," he told the reporters, 


"to announce the President died at 3:35 P.. M., 
of a cerebral hemorrhage." 


Hassett urged the reporters to rush to their 


telephones immediately as a simultaneous an- 
nouncement was being made at the White 
House in Washington. 


In quivering voice, in the presence of other 


members of the White House staff who came 
here with Mr. Roosevelt March 30, for what 
was to be a three weeks rest, Hassett said fur- 
ther details as to the cause of death would be 
given out later by Commander 
Howard 


Bruenn, Naval doctor who was taking care of 
the Nation's 31st President, in the absence of 
Vice Admiral Ross T. Mclntire, Navy Sur- 
geon General. 


There was no information immediately 


available here as to when Vice President Harry 
S. Truman, a former Missouri Senator, would 
be sworn in as Mr. Roosevelt's successor. 


(In Washington, at the moment this was 


dictated, Truman and the cabinet were in an 
emergency meeting at the White House.) 


So insistent was Secretary Hassett that the 


news be made public immediately that details 
were left for future announcement. 


The President, the nation's first Chief 


Executive to break the two-term tradition, had 
planned to stay here another week, then he was 
to return to Washington and spend one day 
before taking a train to San Francisco to open 
the April 25 United Nations Conference to 
which he had given so much attention in re- 
cent months. 


Mr. Roosevelt died in the bedroom in his 


little white bungalow atop Pine Mountain, 
where he had been coming for 20 years to take 
the after-treatments for infantile paralysis with 
which he was stricken in 1921. 


Long before his presidency, Mr. Roose- 


velt helped found the Warm Springs Founda- 
tion for polio victims. In recent months he had 
taken a deep interest in expanding it for ser- 
vicemen afflicted with the disease. 


Only two persons were believed to be in 


the cottage at the time of his death. They were 
Miss Laura Delano anc? Miss Margaret Suck- 
ley. They frequently had kept house for him 
on many of his recent visits, including his 19- 
day stay here last November and December,
